ing our Nauy to their ſhores, while their Comman:.

Duke of Medine Sidonia had but the reſolution (but 
in truth his Commiſſion was otherwiſe) hee might 
haue ſurprized them as they lay at Anker, and the 
like. In Ireland, when Don Fvan d Agailahad gotten 
footing in the Irifh ground, ere any of the miſt, 
how were out plots and correſplendence with Bron 
carryed, with infinite the like examples.
